CS シリーズに関する用語について解説します。 

anonymous FTP 

FTP (File Transfer Protocol ) の利用方法のひと 
つで、 FTP サーバをインターネット上で公開 
し、誰でも使用できるようにしたもの。利用者 
は特定のアカウントを持たない匿名でもサーバ 
にアクセスすることができる。 

BIOS(Basic Input Output System) 

基本的な入出力を行うプログラムのこと。 

CGI (Common Gateway interface) 

Web サーパの HTML 文書から外部プ□グラムを 
呼び出すための仕掛け。 Web サーバ機能をさま 
ざまな用途に拡張できる。 

DHCP(Dynamic Host Configuration Protocol) 

ネットワークに接続された各端末は IP アドレ 
ス、 DNS サーバなど、各種の設定を行う必要が 
ある。 

これらに関する情報を DHCP サーパに登録して 
おくと、 LAN ポートに接続された機器の設定を 
DHCP サーパが自動的に行う。 

□NS(Domain Name System) 

ネットワーク上のマシンの名前と IP アドレスを 
相互に変換するシステム。 

覚えにくい IP アドレスを使わずに、マシン名で 
あるドメイン名(例えぱ www . nec . co . jp ) を使つ 
て通信を可能にする。 

DNS ソフトウェアはネームサーパとリゾルバと 
呼ばれる二つの機能を持つ。 

ネームサーパは、ドメインネームと IP アドレス 
を管理するデータベースにアクセスし、マシン 
名と IP アドレスを変換する機能を持つ。

Ethernet(-*T イーサネット」） 

FQDN (Fully Qualified Domain Name) 

TCP/IP ネットワーク上で、ドメイン名やサブ

FTP (File Transfer Protocol) 

TCP / IP ネットワークでファイルを転送するた

HTTP(Hyper Text Transfer Protocol) 

Web サーバと Web ブラウザがファイルなどの情 
報をやり取りするためのプロトコル。 

IP(lnternet Protocol) 

ネットワーク間でのデータの中継経路を決定す 
るためのプロトコル。通信プロトコルの体系に 
おいて、 TCP と IP は非常に重要なので、これら 
二つを合わせて TCP / IP とも呼ばれる。 

IP(lnternet Protocol ) アドレス 

TCP / IP 通信においてネットワーク上の各端末 
の位置を特定するために使用される32ビットの

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LAN (Local Area Network)

Linux 

Linus Torvalds 氏を中心に、世界中の開発者が 
インターネットを利用して、相互に協力しなが 
ら開発 • 保守している UNIX 互換〇 S 。 

Management Console 

キヤッシングシステムで使用する Web ブラウザ 
による運用管理(システムの各種設定および状態 
確認）ツールの名称。 Web-based Manage ¬ 
ment Console の略称として WbMC と表記する 
ことちある。 

MIME(Multipurpose Internet Mail Extention) 

インターネットを介してさまざまなデータを送 
るための拡張仕様。 

PING (Packet InterNet Groper) 

ある端末から他の端末への接続が正常に行える 
かどうかを試験するプログラム。 

POP (Post Office Protocol) 

TCP / IP のアプリケーシヨンプ□トコルの一つ 
で、クライアントがサーパからメールを取得す 
るときに用いられるプロトコル。 

SMTP(Simple Mail Transfer Protocol) 

TCP / IP のアプリケーシヨンプ□トコルの一つ 
で、電子メールの配送のためのプ□トコル。 

SSL(Secure Socket Layer) 

Web ，_ パが信頼できるものかの認証を行った 
り、 Web ブラウザのフォームから送信する情報 
を暗号化するために用いられる技術。 SSL を用 
いるには、 Web サーパに秘密鍵と証明書を設定 
する必要がある。証明書はペリサインなどの認 
証局に署名してもらうものと、自己署名のもの 
があるが、前者を用いるとサーパ認証と暗号化 
が、後者を用いると暗号化のみが有効になる。 

TCP(Transmission Control Protocol) 

事実上インターネット標準となっている TCP / 
IP プロトコルの基礎をなすプロトコル。 IP の上 
位プロトコルとして位置づけられ、 IP がコネク 
シヨンレス型の配送サービスだけを提供するの 
に対して、 TCP はコネクション型の配送サービ 
スを提供する。 


TCP/IP (Transmission Control Protocol/Internet 
Protocol) 

インターネットの標準通信プロトコル。 TCP を 
IP はそれぞれ固有のプロトコル名だが、一般に 
UDP(User Datagram Protocol ) などを含めたプ

インターネット 

ほ I ま全世界にまたがるコンピュータネットワー 
クの集合体。元々は、 UNIX の LAN を相互接続す 
ることで形成されたきた。現在ではパソコン 
LAN とも接続しており、巨大な通信インフラと 
なった。 

インターネットへの接続には、専用線による IP

イントラネット

クライアント 

ネットワークにおいてサ—パに対し、情報の提 
供などの何らかのサービスを要求し、その返答 
を受ける機器またはアプリケーシヨンの総称。 

サーパ 

ネットワークにおいてクライアントに対し、何 
らかのサービスを提供する機器のことをいう。 
提供するサービスごとに、ファイルサーパ、 
DNS サーパといった名称で呼ばれる。 
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サブネット 

IP アドレスの範囲内で管理者は自分の管理する 
ネットワークをサプネットマスクを使用して、 
いくつかの小ネットワーウに分割することがで 
きる。こうしてできた小ネットワークを、サブ 
ネットと呼ぶ。 

サブネットマスク 

IP アドレスにはネットワ _ クの情報と端末の情 
報が含まれているが、 IP アドレスのうちどこま 
でがネットワークの情報で、どこからが端末の 
情報かを識別するために用意されているもの。 
IP アドレス同様に〇〜255.0〜255.0〜255.0〜

ハードやソフトの障害を検出して復旧する障害 
対策、ハードの配置やディスウの空き容量を管 
理する構成管理、トラフィックやプ□セスの使 
用率を管理する性能管理、パスワードやアクセ 
ス権を制御するセキュリティ管理などがある。 

ストリーミング 

サーバにあるサウンドデータや動画データを 
ネットワーク経由でダウン□—ドしながら順次 
再生することを可能にする技術。 

主なものにリアルネットワークスの RealVideo 
やマイク□ソフトの Windows Media 
Technology 、アップルの QuickTime などがあ 
る。 

デフオルトゲートウェイ 

IP バケットを他のネットワークへ転送するとき 
に使用する回送先。接続しているネットワーク 
上にないホスト（ルータを超えた他のホスト）と 
のデータの送受信をする際に複雑な経路制御を 
特定のホストに任せる方式において「特定のホス 
卜」のことをデフォルトゲートウェイと呼ぶ。 


ドメイン 

大規模なネットワーウを論理的なグループに分 
割して、個々のコンピュータやユーザーを識 
別 • 管理するための概念。 

インターネットの世界では、 IP アドレスに対応 
して付けられる名前の範囲をドメインと呼ぶ。 
IP アドレスとドメイン名は DNS サーパが対応づ 
ける。 LAN / WAN の世界では 、 Windows 2000 
サーバなどのネットワーク管理単位をドメイン 
と呼ぶ。 

ネームサーバ ' 

ネットワーク内でユーザー名やコンピュータ名 
に関する情報を提供するサーバ。代表的なもの 
として DNS サーパなどがある。 

パケット 

LAN や通信回線を介して、デジタルデータを伝 
送する際に、データをある一定長の固まりに区 
切って、宛先などの情報を加えたもの。 

バケットフィルタリング

ファイアウォール

ど。 

プロキシ 

インターネット環境で、クライアントからの要 
求を受けると、クライアントに代わってサーパ 
にアクセスし、サーパから受け取ったデータを 
クライアントに転送するソフトウェア。 

クライアントが気が付かずに動作する場合を特 
に、透過プロキシと呼ぶ。 

セキュリティの向上と、ネットワーク負荷の集

れる。 
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プロトコル 

ネットワークを介してデータを交換するための 
取り決め。通信規約。 

通信ケーブルの種類などの物理的な規定から、

渡し方法の規定まで、さまざまなレベルのプロ 
トコルがある。 

プロバ'イダ 

商用インターネット接続サービス業者のこと。 
正式には、インターネツトサービスプ□パイダ 
( ISP)c

TCP や UDP で通信相手を特定するために用いら 
れる識別子。 


ホスト名 

ネットワーク全体の管理、または制御を行うコ 
ンピュ _ 夕に付けられた名前。 

ルータ

Preamble 

The licenses for most software are designed to take away your freedom to share and change it. By contrast, the GNU General 
Public Licenses are intended to guarantee your freedom to share and change free software—to make sure the software is free for 
all its users.
